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73. A computer readable storage medium storing a program to make a computet 
perform an authentication by: 

detecting a plurality of coordinates, input via a specifying member whicj>£pecifies a 
plurality of discontinuous different coordinates; and 

determining a relationship between the plurality of detected ccyafciinates and a plurality of 
registered coordinates. 



74. The storage medium as claimed in clajprf73, wherein said determining further 
comprises: 

comparing the plurality of detected cpdrdinates and the plurality of registered coordinates 
and outputting a compared result, and 

authenticating based on tljer^omp^d_resi 

75. The stqpatfje medium as claimed in claim 73, wherein said determining further 
comprises: 

competing an order of the plurality of detected coordinates and an order of the plurality of 
registeretfcoordinates and outputting a compared result of the orders, and 
authenticating based on the compared result. 



REMARKS

Claims 1-75 are pending and under consideration. 

Claims 1-3, 5-7, 10, 12-23, 26, 28-43, 46, 48-52, 65-73, 75-89, and 93-101 were 
canceled claims from the parent application, from which the above-referenced application 
claimed priority, and are presented for consideration in the present Preliminary Amendment as 
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renumbered claims 1-75. It is respectfully requested that claims 1-75 presented herein be 
considered as the pending claims for the above-referenced application. 

CONCLUSION:
